The 
complaint by now is an old one, 
and it hgs been answered many 
times by various British Govern- 
ment spokesmen. It is obvious 
to anyone who has the slightest 
acquaintance with the present 
state of affairs in the book trade 
that some publishers have large 
stocks of paper, which they 
‘devote to the production of worth- 
less books, while others are 
unable to secure enough to issue 
important text-books or standard 
classics. The official reply is that 
it is almost impossible to work 
out a rationing scheme, except 
upon the basis of pre-war 
consumption; that a scale of 
priorities is difficult to establish, 
and that a rationing system which 
favoured publishers of text-books 
would be unjust to the luge 
organisations which deal exclu- 
sively in the literature of enter- 
tainment. Of course, it has been 
suggested that official consump- 
tion. of paper—in forms, letters in 
triplicate, orders and the like— 
could be cut down, with benefit 


unfortunate form-filler. Such an 
economy, however, is not likely 
to commend itself to a Govern- 
ment, especially as it might entail 
a wholesale reconstruction of the 
Civil Service. Still, both readers 
and booksellers are dissatisfied. 
During the years of war there has 
been a revival of interest in 
recognised classics—the works of 
Jane Austen, Trollope, Fielding, 
Thackeray and others. Normally 
they would be available in un- 
limited quantities, but at present 
many of them are crowded off 
the market almost entirely by 
tawdry “library” fiction and 
works of topical, and, therefore, 
ephemeral, interest. Polonius’s 
adjuration: “ Neither a borrower 
nor a lender be,” becomes increas- 
ingly hard to follow; for the 


resort of many a starved reader. 
Happily, legitimate borrowing still 
is possible: the public libraries 
are becoming familiar to more 
and more people.

SIR—Our attention has been 
drawn to a London weekly publi-| 
cation which circulates here and in 
which it is mentioned. that our 
name figures in the British “ blaek 
list ”" and apparently in the United, 
States “ black list” also, We think 
it.only right to state the circum- 
Stances. in which our name was 
inserted in the British ‘“* black/ 
list,” from which we assume it has 
copied into that. of the United 
States. 
As lawyers who are citizens of 
a neutral State in which we prac- 
tise our profession, we considered 
ourselves entitled, and —indee 
bound, to .act professionally for 
friendly belligerent traders who 
applied to us to collect for them 
from ‘Irish companies (of  neutra 
nationality) debts due to. the belli- 
gerent traders in question. We have 
! occasions since -the out- 
break of the present war acted in 
an _entirély ‘similar manner for: 
other friendly belligerent subjects, 
namely, British traders. For doing 
this, however, in the case of a 
n company, and for no other 
cause whatsoever, we have been 
listed as “‘enemies” of the British 


United States. 

We ‘have committed no act of 
belligerency nor have we ever been 
other than scrupulously neutral, 
owing allegiance as we do to 
Ireland and. to Ireland only. The 
attempt to injure lawyers for ful- 
filling their professional obligations 
in a way allowed by the laws of 
their own State and by inter- 
national law is a new development 
which augurs ill for the post-war
